cine, Dr. Robert W. Allen, health, 
department director, said, "No ad- 
verse reports have been received 
in Illinois among children who re- 
ceived tahe vaccine distributed by 
the State Department of Health." 


Dr. Allen reported, "A total of 


1,266 children in Lee County re- 
ceived the first dose of the vaccine 


without a single report of severe 
reaction due directly to it. It is 
firmly believed that the Salk vac- 
cine is entirely safe and its con- 
tinued use is recommended."

Bill to Overhaul Banking 
Laws Sent to Gov. Stratton 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (3V-The Illinois legislature today sent to Gov. 


Stratton a bill to overhaul the state banking law and to give the state 
auditor increased supervisory power over banks. 


After Stratton's signature, the 


proposed changes would still re- 
quire ratification "by voters at the 
1956 general election. 


The bill was one of several items 


which cleared the general assem- 
bly Wednesday. 


Gives Auditor Powers 


Sponsors of the measure said it 


would authorize the state auditor 
to curb unsound banking practices, 
subject to court approval, before a 
bank reached the point of going 
into receivership. 


Another provision would allow 


the auditor to review the character 
of the proposed management of a 
new bank before authorizing its 
formation. The bill was drawn by 
a committee representing the Illi- 
nois Bankers Assn. and State Au- 
dHor Orville Hodge.

Test Town 
Rocked by 
Big Blast 


White Flash Seen 
500 Miles; Await • 
'Survival' Survey 
SURVIVAL CITY, Nev. 


(IP)—Atomic 
fury at least 


IVi times as powerful as the 
blast that leveled Hiroshima 
struck at this tiny test town 
on the desert today. 


It knocked out the 250-watt radio 


station located less than a mile 
from the heart of the great nu- 
clear explosion, and 
probably 


caused extensive damage to the 
four homes along Doomsday drive 
only 4,700 feet from the blast 
tower. 


The huge device packed a fire- 


ball lasting 25 seconds and a power 
of between 30 and 35 kilotons. The 
bombs that hit Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki contained 20-kilotons of 
power, the equal of 20,000 tons of 
TNT. 


Tour Friday 


The full extent of the damage 


will be determined in a tour of 
battered Survival City Friday. 


The test'organization announced 


that the 14th and final shot of the 
1955 series—also from a 500-foot 
tower on Yucca Flat — might b« 
detonated before dawn Friday. A 
weather evaluation meeting was 
set for today. 


The tower for the final shot is 


located about seven miles east of 
today's blast and is not expected 
to have any effect on the testing of 
the town. This will be in adyanci 
of the Survival City tour. 
- 33i$. great white flash from th« 
explosion was seen throughout tha 
Southwest and 500 miles northwest 
at Klamath Falls, Ore. It also 
lighted the sky across the Mexican 
border from San Diego, Calif., and 
was sighted in Los Angeles,^ San 
Francisco, Salt Lake City, Utah, 
and ^Phoenix, Ariz. 


3fo Concussion 


."Although it illuminated Las Ve- 
gas, Nev., 75 miles away, bright- 
er than the sun for an instant, no 
concussion was felt there. However 
the burst jarred Henderson, near • 
Las Vegas. 


The scattered little test city 


here—it might be a suburb in any 
part of the United States — lay 
completely 
enveloped in 
dust, 


some of it radioactive, a few min- 
utes after the detonation. An hour 
later Atomville. still was com- 
pletely obscured from the view of 
observers on News Nob, eight 
miles back. 


The shock wave, a jolting wal- 


lop unequaled by any previous pub- 
lic test, hit observers in trenches 
at 2,600 and 3,500 yards and GIs 
and newsmen in tanks at a dis- 
tance of only 3,100 yards. It was 
felt as a sharp earthquake by 
newsmen and oth*"- observers on 
the Nob. 


Dust Fall 


The dust pall filled all of Yucca 


Flat—20 miles long- and 10 miles 
wide—within an hour and a quar- 
ter after the 5:10 a. m. PDT blast 


Army tanks started to roll for- 


ward, skirting the area some four 
minutes after the detonation. The 
500-foot 
tower was' completely 


vaporized. 


Six women in a civil defense 


trench, both at 3,500 yards, with- 
stood the blast. It was the first 
time women had been in trenches. 


Typical comment from the wom- 


en, awed, excited and a bit fright- 
ened, was: 


"Oh,.iJiat burst'." "My heart was 


pounding:" "Gee, what a beauti- 
ful thing." 


The women, helmeted and gog- 


gled, knelt in the dusty trench to 
demonstrate 
to 
other 
women 


that civilians can survive an atom- 
ic blast if they take proper pre- 
cautions. , 


Lauds Experiment 


"'DTrert^ Val Peterson of th» 
Civil Defense Administration, who 
viewed the test from a six-mile 
spot, lauded the demonstration as 
"a very profitable experience for 
all civilian defense people."

Scientist Predicts Success 
For Live Virus Polio Serum 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (81—A Cincinnati scientist looks forward to 


long-lasting immunization against polio through the use of vaccine con- 
taining live virus. 


Dr. Albert E. Sabin, who con- 


ducted experiments in which live* 
virus vaccine was swallowed by 30 
volunteer reformatory 
prisoners, 


told the Association of American 
Physicians Tuesday it might be 
a long time before a workable 'vac- 
cine of that type can be achieved. 


Develop Antibodies 


In his report to the association, 


Sabin' said the prisoners who re- 
ceived the vaccine containing live 


polio strains developed virus-block- 
ing antibodies. 


The news came on the heels of 


the success of the Salk antipolio 
vaccine, which used a killed germ 
and must be injected. 


Dr. Hart Van Piper, medical di- 


rector of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis, which fi- 
nanced Dr. Sabin's work, said it 
is still too early to determine ef- 


fectiveness of the new vaccine. 


Thus, he said, there could be no 


comparison of the Salk and Sabin 
vaccines. 


Sabin conducted experiments for 


many years but in latter months 
gave the live vaccine to 30 volun- 
teer prisoners in the federal re- 
formatory 
at 
Chillicothe. Ohio. 


Ages of the prisoners ranged from 
21 to 30. 


He said he uses three strains of 


live polio virus and fed minute 
quantities—about a 50th part of a 
arop—to each prisoner in a tea- 
spoonful of milk. He said the pris- 
oners did not show symptoms of 
polio. 


Van Riper said live virus vac- 


cines generally have been used in 
veterinary medicine, where there 
is no risk of human life. However,

FREEPORT, 111. If)—A vacuum 


cleaner salesman who had just 
been acquitted of bank robbery 
pleaded guilty to another charge 
in federal court and was sentenced 
to prison for four years and seven 
months. 


In a sealed verdict opened in 


court Wednesday, a jury found 
Boyd Gramsch, 36, innocent of rob- 
bing the Rock City bank of $1,770 
on July 21, 1954. 


Then Gramsch pleaded guilty to 


a charge of intent to commit a 
felony and was sentenced by Judge 
Joseph Sam Perry. The latter 
charge was based on his arrest 
Jan. 25, 1955, near the German- 
American State Bank of German 
Valley. 


Bank officials reported Gramsch 


visited the German Valley bank 
three days in succession, the same 
procedure used by the robber who 
held up the Rock City bank. 


A teller employed in the Rock 


City bank had testified in the jury 
trial that the defendant was the 
bank robber, but Gramsch's wife, 
Eileen, asserted that her husband 
was at their Seward, HI., home 30 
miles away at the time of the rob- 
bery. 


Judge Perry granted a stay of 


execution of sentence on Gramsch's 


plea for probation. The case wa's 
continued to May 30. Gramsch was 
returned to jail in lieu of ?12,500 
bond.

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That 'Sixth Sense' 


Not all the great decisions of war and peace and politics 


represent just a strict weighing of the facts. Men play 
hunches. And so do the reporters and columnists who record 
their doings. 


The other day President Eisenhower told newsmen a 


"sixth sense" suggested to him that prospects for world 
peace are on the upswing. On the same occasion he casually 
disclosed that he knew exactly how many months are left in 
his present White House term—21. 


Putting their own "sixth sense" quickly into play, many 


of the correspondents started speculating afresh that Mn 
Eisenhower had decided against a second term. Their rea- 
soning was simple: 


After all, when a man is counting the months, it strongly 


indicates that he can hardly wait to escape. Put that to- 
gether with facts like his costly improvements to his Gettys- 
burg farm, his purchase of more farmland, his frequent 
flight from the capital, and maybe you have a picture of a 
man who is laying all his plans to retire from politics on Jan. 
20,1957. 


Maybe. There can't be much question about what the 


president would do on that date iif he were a wholly free 
agent. He would get in his car and drive to Gettysburg—to 
stay. But he isn't really a free agent. 


It goes without saying he will be subject, indeed, is al- 


ready subject to terrific pressures from within his own party 
to run again. Public opinion polls showing the two top Dem- 
ocratic choices, Adlai Stevenson and Senator Kefauver, run- 
ning well ahead of any GOP possibility except the president 
will do nothing to lessen those pressures. 


Men close to Mr. Eisenhower say, though, that he would 


never let mere political considerations determine his course. 
Naturally, there are other factors at work. 


The very thing that brought him onto the presidential 


scene in the first instance—his sense of duty—may make 
powerful impact on him once more in the intervening months. 


We all realize our affairs today are governed over- 


whelmingly by world events, by the outlook for peace or war. 
And this is the one field where the president seems to believe 
himself able to make deeply thoughtful decisions considerate 
of America's and humanity's future. 


He is no politician, no domestic affairs expert. But he 


approaches the problem of peace with dedication. And there 
is a good deal of evidence to show that this lies at the root 
of the great trust a large share of American voters have in 
him. 


Mr. Eisenhower may well be counting the months. But 


those who think this is significant might take one eye off 
the calendar and keep it on the events that will unfold in the 
arena of war and peace. For it seems more likely that it 
will there be determined whether or not the president runs 
in!956. 
. 


No Need for Fear 


The announcement that some youngsters who were in- 


oculated with Salk polio vaccine, as produced by a particular 
firm, have since contracted polio should be taken in calm 
stride by the American people. 


By and large, the parents who first allowed their chil- 


dren to participate in the great test of this vaccine responded 
with firm good sense. That same attitude is called for now. 


The authorities do not believe the vaccine is at fault, 


but they have withdrawn this particular batch as a precau- 
tion. Obviously the matter requires the kind of intensive 
study that was given to all phases of the original teat. Until 
that study has been made, there is no reason to jump to 
conclusions. 


That is the advice of Dr. Jonas Salk himself. There is no 


need for- fear or panic. The American people are too steady 
a lot to fall into that. Surely they will wait patiently while 
the cases in question are investigated.

The Doctor Says 


There Are Several Causes 
And Varieties of Anemia 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


A correspondent writes that she 


is frequently troubled with low 
hmoglobin and that she would wel- 
come a discussion of what this 
means. No doubt many others 
have a similar difficulty so that 
some understanding of anemia 
should be of wide interest. 


What is anemia? The most im- 


portant thing about it is that this 
is not a single disease and there 
are several possible causes and 
several varieties. In any form of 
anemia, however, there are a les- 
sened number of red blood cells or 
hemoglobin (which is the coloring 
matter of the blood), or both. It is 


i not sufficient to measure the hemo- 
globin alone or the red cells alone 
but both must be studied and fre- 
quently other tests undertaken as 
well. 


GENERALLY SPEAKING there 


are about four and one-half million 
red blood cells in each cubic mm. 
of blood (this is an 
extremely 


small amount since there are more 
than 16.000 cubic mm. in a cubic 
inch). The red blood cells contain 
oxygen and hemoglobin, both of 
which are necessary to maintain 
health and life. 


One kind of anemia is known as 


primary or pernicious anemia. 
The cause of this condition is com- 
plicated but now it can be success- 
fully treated in almost all cases. 


WITH THE EXCEPTION of per- 


nicious anemia, the problem boils 
down to finding out what 
has 


caused the reduction in red blood 
cells or hemoglobin. One of th« 
most simple and yet 
frequent 


causes is bleeding from somewhera 
in the body. If a person loses more 
blood than the system can replace, 
anemia develops. If the bleeding 
is sudden such as from a cut, the 
difficulty can be remedied prompt- 
ly by stopping the hemorrhage and 
giving a blood transfusion. 


If hemorrhage is slow, it is nec- 


essary to find where the bleeding 
comes from and to stop it if pos- 
sible. When this so-called second- 
ary anemia is severe it may be 
necessary to give tranfusions. 


ANOTHER KIND OF anemia is 


fairly frequent in women between 
30 and 50 years of age. The cause 
of this anemia is a deficiency of 
iron probably resulting from de- 
fective diet and poor absorption 
due to disturbances of the stomach 
and intestines. This causes a feel- 
ing 
of weakness, shortness of 


breath, nervous disturbances, dry 
hair, sore tongue and paleness. For- 
tunately, once it has been identi- 
fied, it can be successfully treat- 
ed by giving iron preparations. 


Anemia may result from 
the 


failure of the organs which mak« 
the blood to manufacture adequate 
quantities. Here the difficulty lies 
principally in the bone marrow 
and is much like the anemia which 
comes from certain poisons. These 
are only a few of '.he many forms 
of anemia. 


Lowered levels of red blood cells 


or hemoglobin means something 
seriously wrong. A person with se- 
vere anemia feels poorly and lacks 
energy. The cause should be track- 
ed down and appropriate treatment 
employed a» rapidly a* powiblt.

Small Increase 


Eggs continue to be a good buy.

It says recent 
freeze and wind damage to fruits 
and vegetables and strong con-

Corporate Profits Running 
Well Ahead of Last Year 


By SAM DAWSOX 


NEW. YORK (*— Stockholders, 


labor union leaders and tax col- 
lectors have a happy gleam in 
their eyes today. Corporate profits 
are running 27 per cent ahead of 
last year. And each group hopes to 
tap a larger share of that golden 
flow. 


Cash dividends in -the first three 


months of the year rose 8 per cent 
over a year ago to a total of two 
and one third billion dollars. Stock- 
holders believe the big profit in- 
crease in that period will make 
directors equally as generous at 


least when the next payment time 
rolls around. 


Labor union leaders are expect- 


ed to ask for bigger wage hikes 
this year than last, citing as a 
chief talking point the increase in 
corporate profits in many indus- 
tries. 


And United States Treasury offi- 


cials, scanning the first quarter 
reports of corporations, note that 
business is setting aside much 
larger reserves for federal income 
taxes than it did a year ago. 


That foreshadows much larger 


collections for Uncle Sam when it 


time for corporations to 


I hand over to him about one half 
of their gross earnings. 


The happier business story this 


year has also meant larger pay- 
ments to individuals. The Treas- 
ury is profiting now as employers 
withhold more from pay checks for 
individuals' income taxes. It will 
mean a greater take for the Treas- 
ury when it does its final figuring 
on tax collections next April 15. 


Economists of the National City 


Bank of New York report that 576 
manufacturing companies whose 
first quarter earnings statements 
are now available have set aside as 
reserves for federal income taxes 
almost two billion dollars. This is 
a gain of almost 500 million dol- 
lars, or 32 per cent, over the first 
three months of 1954. 


Propose State 
Get Rid of 
Grand Marias 


SPRINGFIELD, HI. (2? — Gov. 


Stratton's administration spokes- 
men in the Senate Wednesday pro- 
posed authorizing the State Con- 
servation Department to get rid of 
Grand Marais State Park near 
East St. Louis. 


Under their bill, the park first 


would be offered without charge 
to the city for recreational pur- 
poses, second to the county, and if 
neither accepted it, the park's 400 
acres would be put up for sale. 


Glen Palmer, conservation di- 
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rector, told a reporter the state 
made a mistake when it accepted 
the park as a. gift in 1945. He said 
it has no historical or statewide 
significance, and that the state 
had spent about $200,000 in im- 
proving it. 


"I don't know any good reason 


why Illinois should supply Missouri 
with a park," Palmer said. 


He said difficulties raised by the 


state's levy of a 10 cent admission 
charge to Grand Marais and six 
other state parks starting in 1953 
had nothing to do with the deci- 
sion to let it go.

The United 
States and West Germany did this 
April 20. 


Statute Revoked 


The French and West German 


governments simultaneously put 
into effect their agreements to Eu- 
ropeanize the Saar. 


"The occupation statute is re- 


voked and the Allied High Com- 
mission and the offices of land 
(state) commissioners in the Fed- 
eral Republic are abolished," the 
high commissioners' 
proclamation 


said. 


Sixty Allied laws and 130 ordi- 


nances were repealed by the decla- 
ration, which was signed by Dr. 
James B. Conant of the United 
States, Sir Frederick Hoyer Millar 
of Britain and Andre Francois- 
Poncet of France. They now be- 
come their nations' ambassadors 
to the Bonn Republic. 


"Federal G e r m a n y has re- 


entered into the circle of free na- 
tions," said Francois-Poncet, chair- 
man of the High Commission's first 
meeting Sept. 21. 1949, and of its 
109th and final session today.

HOLLOMAN AIR FORCE 


BASE, N. M. —(Special)— 
Air force scientists have 
launched a unique program to 
take death out of automobile 
crashes. 


First they're going to deter- 


mine exactly what force is re- 
quired to crack a human skull 
against a dashboard and cave in 
a chest against a steering wheel, 
for example. 


They're going to analyze the 


precise motions the human frame 
makes when it's in the back seat 
of a car rolling over at 60 miles 
an hour and how the front seat 
passenger crashes into the wind- 
shield during a head-on collision 
at 50 miles an hour. 


This is the sort of data no one 


las gathered, and it's the key to 
devising ways of reducing human 
injuries in auto crashes, Air Force 
experts believe. 


They already have some star- 


tling ideas which they will test 
in the program, and count on com- 
ing up '.vith many new ones. 


Fastest Man 


The auto crash study is part of 


research into the ability of humans 
to withstand severe physical ex- 
cernal forces, which has been dir- 
ected by the famed Lt. Col. Jolm 
P. Stapp, the "fastest man on 
earth." His personal rides on his 
land sled, with speeds of more than 
$00 mp-h., followed by sudden 
stops, have already contributed 
much to improving techniques -for 
high 
speed parachute 
escapes 


from jets. 


Directing the auto crash phase 


of Stapp's work is Maj.v Joseph 
Michalski, who explains: 


"If you are going to make ve- 


hicles safer you first must have 
a mass of statistical information 
en exactly what forces are in- 
volved In everything from side- 
swipes to roll-overs 'before you 
can begin to come up with solu- 
tions to the problem."

Common school teachers now are 


guaranteed $1,800 to $2,600 but 
these minimums are dependent up- 
on the degree of credited collegi- 
ate preparation made by the teach- 
er. 


Rep. Carl W. Soderstrom (R- 


Streator) one of seven House spon- 
sors, commented at a committee 
hearing Tuesday: 


"We don't interfere with school 


boards in fixing salary schedules. 


I They can pay as much more as 
' they like." 


Irving Pearson, executive secre- 


tary of the Illinois Education Assn. 
said its policy was to support min- 
imums with consideration given to 
training. 


"It is quite essential and fair," 


he said, "to raise considerably the 
minimum provisions, because you 
will find low salaries obtained in 
small districts with few pupils that 
are receiving state aid." 


He said he had no idea what the 


proposal would cost but that last 
vear there were more than 5,000 
teachers receiving less than $3,000 
in the state.

Merlin L. N i c h o l s , head of 
icnols & Co., made the charge 


Wednesday in leveling a statement 
of criticism at the USDA. He at- 
tributed the farmers' financial loss 
to recent actions of the depart- 
ment's poultry grading branch of 
the Agricultural Marketing Serv- 
ice. 


He said the USDA recently can- 


celed egg inspection services at 
his two plants at Avon and Bush- 
nell. 111., 'and forced their closing 
or curtailment of operations. He 
said the action followed his accu- 
sation that a government inspector 
was improperly grading his egg 
shipments. 


Nichols said his two plants serve 


as a marketing agency for 38 
dealers in western Illinois, south- 
east Iowa and northwest Missouri. 


Nichols said the USDA recently 


assigned a Chicago inspector to 
his plants but that the man, with 
a few exceptions, rejected all eggs 


offered on a contract. Mlchol* said 
the same inspector had approved 
the same eggs in many instances 
vhen they were delivered to plants 
a day or two previously. 


When he complained to the 


Agricultural marketing Service's 
poultry grading department, he 
said, the USDA later cancelled its 
inspection service forcing him to 
curtail operations. 


Officials of the USDA's market- 


ing service in Washington were not 
immediately available for com- 
ment.

ivhich began March 14. 


Federal Mediator William O. 


pierce continued to hold separate 
conferences in Atlanta with repre- 
sentatives of the telephone com- 
pany and striking CIO Communica- 
tions Workers of America. But 
there were no reports of any ac- 
complishments. 


The L&N strike sprang from a 


dispute based primarily on health 
welfare benefits demanded by non- 
operating unions.

Lewis is on Sidelines as 
AFL, GIO Push Merger 
UMW Chief Remains 
Uncommitted on Stand

WASHINGTON (Si—John L. Lew- 


is is the mystery man of American 
labor today, standing on the side- 
lines while the AFL and CIO push 
forward with plans to merge their 
15 million members into one giant 
jederation. 


The shaggy-browed chief of the 


United Mine Workers of America 
remains uncommitted and enig- 
matic. He declines to give a hint 
as to whether he will eventually 
make peace with the AFL-CIO 
chiefs and give organized labor 
virtually a solid front in pushing 
for expansion and political power. 


But there are signs aplenty he 


doesn't intend to at least not right 
now. 


The best hint as to Lewis' think- 


ing comes from his old friend and 
long-time lieutenant Thomas Ken- 


nedy, UMWA vice president, whose 
statements usually can be taken 
as an accurate reflection of Lew- 
is' own views. 


Kennedy said in reply to a list 


of questions that organized labor 
could boost its present member- 
ship of 16 million (this includes the 
AFL, CIO and independents) to 
more than 26 million members un- 
der certain conditions. 


Then he added: "These condi- 


tions would include, first, a uni- 
fied labor movement with a nuli- 
tant leadership that is capable of 
standing up for labor's rights and 
with the ability to see beyond the 
end of a Stillson wrench." 


The implication is inescapable 


that Kennedy doesn't think that 
kind of leadership will be present 
in George Meany. AFL president 
who will head the merger and, 
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with whom Lewis has been at odds 
for years. 


Kennedy hr»d "no 
comment" 


when asked if he could foresee"a 
time when the miners would join 
the merger and under what con- 
ditions such a move might be 
made. 


Kennedy indicated that Lewis 


and the UMWA believe the AFL 
and CIO are moving too deeply 
into politics before consolidating 
their strength by an organizing 
drive.

butter or margarine, 1 tablespoon 
lemon juice.

Island) declared that the measure 
would half the manufacturing of 
oleo in Illinois. He said the U.S. 
food and Drug Act requires oleo 
products to be labelled with their 
ingredients and this couldn't be 
done and yet comply with the 
terms of Lewis' bill. 


Stengel said that many oleo 


companies mix butter oil with 
vegetable oil in their product. 


The bill attracted 43 favorable 


votes compared with 77 required 
for pasage. 


A series of three other bills by 


Lewis raising the required butter- 
fat content of milk from 3 to $ 
per cent passed the House and 
moved to the Senate.

pet ed by lack of experience with

get it. But they don't need it 
often. Each has his chores—one 
feeds the hogs corn, one feeds 
them slops, one doe' the milking.

new baby as my wife and me are. 


"There never was a child born
